We therefore turned to uur lilr uf tjtal* 
Papers, la atccttaia whether Ihe retaioiog 
fees of there two official lawyer* weis 
adequate to the duties they aeemed no 
ankious to curtail. We there found (hat, 
in nanu of salary, the Attoshey -Gi-, 
retainer was £1 200 by the year 
arid the SoLicrroa-GENErtaL', a?89B l ">j. 
id., to cay nothing of the large accession 
of emolument derived by their private 
practice from their official influence. 
Now, these two well-paid functionaries, 
initead of confining theiriselve, to the 
queattun they had been called upon tu 
answer, have the effrontery to turn 
round upon the querists, (namely, ihe 
Legislature and] the Executive Govern- 
ment), and tell them they have do 
business to put any such question, and 
desire that no such question i may ever 
be put in future ! To such imperii tie nee 
the proper rtjoinder would be — " if you 
do not choose to aniwrr our questions, 
we beg you will eiptci no more of our 
fee*." 

The case, though somewhat complicated 
with details, is eaccediagly simple. A 
philosophical lawyer, possessed of a clear 
head and a disciplined pen, would have 
reduced it into a nutshell. The official 
.opinion before us is, on the contrary, in- 
flated to an inordinate degree, hit en- 
cumbered with all the details. e«n the
